dusky bodies of these savages, for th 
silk has not yet become an article 
commerce,

Their method of obtaining the si] 
and transforming It into garm ents w| 
crude. 
When the moths laid the 
the natives carried them in grout qua 
titles in belts about th e ir bodies, thj 
giving tin* eggs the hotly heat. At ti 
end of winter the eggs w ere lintel^ 
and the result was an a r m y of cat­ 
kins. These were trained to crawl <> 
the naked bodies of the natives. TU 
was their borne. 
They knew no otfc 
and seemed quite contented.

Arthur Bailey Blanchard, of Louisi­ 
ana, has Leen promoted from third to 
second secretary at Paris. 
The change, so far as it concerns 
the Venezuela m inister, is said at the 
state department to have no particu­ 
lar political significance.

It was said he is to be paid $10,000 
for his work.

It will have a discouraging ef­ 
fect ”

a fine saber, which I needed badly, and I 
told me to lie down on the ground and 
go to sleep, but I could not sleep just j 


Dial armies I roamed about the encamp­ 
ment. 
The campfire! flared up in the cold 
. January darkness 
The men sat around 
; them, talking aud playing cards with 
old greasy cards or singing the songs 
J of tin- ii ills and the woods Some of tile 
! so ld ie r s were asleep on their blankets 
I or tile bore ground, for we were always 
, a ruggt I aud unhoused army at tile 
best. and only a few of the officers had 
I tents.

A shzrp breeze came from across the 
riv.-r, and the flames bent to it, their 
light flickering over wild, brown faces 
; that knew only the open air, wind, 
ram. Hail or whatever came. 
Most of 
til' in still carried their curved and 
carved powderhorus and their bullet 
pouches, inseparable companions, over 
their shoulders, and their long, slender 
barreled rifles, so unlike the British 
muskets, lay at their sides 
Smoke rose from the fires and blew 
in the faces of tho men, deepening the 
brown and giving them another shade

“ Wake me up in the morning when 
you see the first red gleam of the Brit­ 
ish coats, old comrade,” I said, aud, 
knowing that he would do it, I closed 
my eyes.

Half the men were asleep already; the 
others were quiet, seeking sleep, and 
the steady breathing of near 1,000 men 
in a close space made a strange, whis­ 
tling noise like that of the wind.

The increase is made 
necessary by the 
absorption of the 
Royal Gas company, one of the

est concerns in the Panhandle 
dis­ 
trict. 
The old Royal company was found- j 
cd by W. P. Logan in 1886. It supplied ! 
the towns of McDonald and Oakdale. 
Pa.; Steubenville, Toronto and Mingo 
Junction, O.. and Wellsburg, W. Va.. I 
and its supply was originally secured 
from Washington county. 
Its present 
capital is $1,750,000. The president is 
J. H. Snow, of New York. 
A year or so since the Royal com­ 
pany’s supply failed and the Tri-State 
company, which secures its gas from 
Tyler and Wetzel counties, W. Va., un­ 
dertook to supply the Royal company’s 
territory. The new plan contemplates 
simply the 
formal liquidation of the
